In a heart warming moment dur- 


ing the meeting, the American flag 
that had flown over the courthouse 
before, during and after the flood 
was lowered, The "Flag that flew 
over the Elba Courthouse during the 
Flood of 1990" will be presented to 
Judge Brunson to be preserved for 
future generations to see. 

An American flag which has 
flown over the Nation's Capital and 
an Alabama State flag that has flown 
over the State Capital were raised in 
place of the "Flood of '90 Flag" to 
signify the "dawning of a new day" 
for Elba.

Corps completes levee repair 


The emergency repair of the levee 
around Elba has now been complet- 
ed by the U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers. 

Preparation by the Corps to repair 
the levee began on or about the 20th 
of March, three days after it gave 
way. 

Also in addition to working on 
the levee, the Corps of Engineers let 
13. other contracts totaling over 
$50,000 which were related to other 
damage caused by the flood. 

Some of those contracts had to do 
with emergency repair to the city's

City Council member Eddie 
Vaughan submitted his resignation 
last Thursday night during a coun- 
cil meeting held in the courtroom 
of the Elba courthouse, 

Vaughan told his peers and the 
assembled visitors that he had been 
postponing the move to Samson for 
some time but that the flood ravag- 
ing his home in Riverview forced 
him and his family to seek alternate 
housing and when he found a nice 
home in Samson, he made the deci- 
sion to proceed. 

Vaughan has accepted a job with 
an insurance company that required 
him to live in the area he is serving. 

Mayor Fred Moore told Vau- 
ghan he had done an outstanding 
job, had good ideas and was 100% 
supportive of the other city fathers. 

Dixie Davis addressed the coun- 
cil and asked that Earl McCollough 
be considered for the District Three 
seat on the council. 

Mrs. Davis noted McCollough 
had come to within eleven votes of 
wining the seat on his own. He also 
stayed off work during the March 
flood, carried food, water and ice to 
the stranded residents. 

Moore explained the council 
could take no action until the next 
council meeting. 

The council signed the paper- 
work to apply for a Community De- 
velopment Block Grant for operat- 
ing funds for the City of Elba 
during the time the tax base is lost. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
reported the police had responded 


to 127 complaints, including 12 
traffic accidents during the past two 
weeks. 

Ten traffic citations were issued 
including four for DUI. During this 
same time there were seven crimi- 
nal arrest. 

Hanchey gave a brief report on 
the department making arrest in the 
thief of guns from Stokes Hardware 
during the recent flood. He said one 
of those involved told him they 
waded in water chest deep that Sun- 
day night and it was over their head 
al least once. 

Mayor Moore reported the bene- 


fit check from Hank Williams Jr. 
was $84983.36 and the funds 
would be administered by the Ala- 
bama Bankers Association in Mont- 
gomery. 

He also reported that the school 
bond issue and highway repair 
bond issues had been signed on 
Thursday by,.Governor Hunt. He 
said Representative Jimmy Holley 
and Senator Crum Foshee were in- 
strumental in getting the bills 
passed, 

A estimate on the damage to 
City of Elba property has been 
completed ‘by federal government 


representatives and Moore said the 
figure reached almost $2 million.

Elba was the first time that the 
GAP Program had actually been im- 
plemented by the Corps. { 

During the repair of the Elba lev- 
ee; the corps moved 58,000 cubic 
yards of fill dirt in less than 28 days. 

The last break in the levee to be 
to be repaired was at the Hwy. 84 
bridge. This break took longer be- 
cause of natural gas and water mains 
which cross the Pea River at this 
point—Also; the bridge embuttment 
had to be repaired. 

As of todate, the estimated cost of 
repairs performed by the Corps of 
Engineers in Elba total in the excess 


of 1/2 million dollars. 

According to Allen Morse, a team 
from the Corps of Engineers will 
now come into Elba and bring the 
levee up to standard now that the 
"emergency repairs" have been com- 
pleted. This means the top of the lev- 
ee will be reworked and any cavities 
(stump holes, root holes, etc.) found 
in the levee will be repaired. This 
work could began toward the end of 
the month.

NEW SCHOOL BY 1992? 


Architects appears before 
the Elba city school board 


Two architects appeared before 
the Elba school board on Monday 
evening and made presentations in 
their bid to win the right to design 
the multimillion dollar building 
complex to replace those destroyed 
by the flood of March 17th. 

Board members were told they 
shouldn't expect to be in the new 
schools before September of 1992. 
This means the next two school 
terms will be held in the temporary 
quarters across from the airport. 

All three schools and the super- 
intendents office were hit with the 
full force of the flood waters and 
later condemned by state school of- 
ficials. A bond issue to rebuild the 
schools was approved by the state 
legislature and signed last Thursday 
by Governor Guy Hunt. 

The complex will be built on a 
new site, yet to be selected by the 


school board. Presently board . 


members are looking for an ideal 
site which contains 85 to 100 acres 
of land, is above the flood plain and 
has adequate highway access, 

A concern of board members 
was the designers ability to draw a 
facility that wouldn't have the leak- 
ing problems of some of the old 
school facilities. 

Long range planning was recom- 
mended by both firms interviewed. 
One group noted the Board could 
possibly save a half million dollars 
by building so that two lunchrooms 
could be consolidated. 

Also recommended was to build 
so that the facilities could be ex- 
panded without the addition look- 
ing as if it were added. 

Board members decided they 
needed to talk with at least two 
more more architects before mak- 
ing a decision. Another meeting is 
scheduled for Thursday evening 


(tonight) to meet with representa- 
tives of these firms. 

Meanwhile further information, 
including price, etc., will be ob- 
tained about property presently un- 
der consideration as the location of 
the new schools.

On March 17, 1990 I was enjoy- 
ing the NCAA basketball games 
down at Hampton University with 
my daughter Gayna who was being 
rewarded for making the Dean's 
List.

She was just 
outside her room when she began 
to scream. I went out to see what 
in the world was going on and

A call from friends in En- 
terprise told us they were alright 
that Saturday morning but no one 
had talked to them since.

I cried for Ricky Mularz 
even though I had already heard his 
story from my mother. I cried for 
you and your family for I had just 
met some Alabamians thai | shared 
a cab with here in Washington and 
we talked of the flood. They were 
from Muscle Shoals and spoke of 
knowing Michelle Cox, who had 
gone home for a wedding and got 
caught in the flood. I did not know 
it was your daughter until I read 
your column in the March 22 
paper. Small world indeed. 

Every article I have read has 
touched my heart in ways I never 
knew. "Alma Mata" by Willie 
Flowers and "Elba Tradition Con- 
tinucs” by Katie Hodge reminded 
me of the way I felt about Mulberry 
Heights High School. I have cried 
when I saw what time and neglect 
had done to the school I had at- 
tended since I was 3 years old and 
took naps on my daddy's desk. I 
know about a proud tradition and a 
proud people. I have since realized 
how very much we take for grant- 
ed. While I knew that our home 
was not flooded I did not know if 
we had electricity or water or heat. 
| imagined what it would be like to 
live under those conditions and I 
didn't like what I felt.

"Praying Like A Believer" 


Last week we began to look at 
he disciples of Jesus as they began 
to preach the good news of their 
Savior and Lord, We used the ex- 
pression "It's the Gospel Truth” to 
explain the contents of their preach- 
ing. If we follow the disciples into 
the next chapter in the book of 
Acts we see that they learn per- 
haps another expression to use for 
their situation they were in, "I be- 
lieve we have bit off more than we 
can chew!" The disciples had 
healed a lame man through Jesus" 
power and had caused an uproar in 
the Temple area. Most people sup- 
ported them, but then the religious 
leaders came and began to ques- 
tion them as to what they were up 
to. These were the same leaders 
who had questioned and been in- 
volved with Jesus’ crucifixion, So 
they were questioned, told not to 
speak about Jesus any more. To 
these words they replied " we must 
obey God rather than man!" They 
were then threatened and re- 


leased. 

The above story sounds like the 
disciples got off rather easy, but if 
you read on through the book of 
Acts, which tells the history of the 
Early Church, you will see that lat- 
er they will be whipped, jailed,, and 
some even killed! So you 
know as the disciples headed back 
to their friends in Acts 4:23-31 
they must have began to think 
about just what the Religious Lead- 
ers might do to them, had they "Bit 
off more than they could chew?" 
However, after hearing their story 
one friend asked the all important 
quest, "Can we pray about this?” 

f course the answer was Yes. 

So in -3] we find a 
good example of what a believer's 
prayer should be like in a time of 
crisis. We can learn a lot from ex- 
amining their prayer, for surely we 
find ourselves in crisis situations 
ranging from sicknesses, financial 
troubles, disasters, and other per- 
sonal problems. So make a note of 
the parts of the believer's prayer 
discussed below. 

First in verses 24 - 26; the be- 
lievers recognize God's Sovereign: 
i ir Situation. They do this 
primarily in two ways (1) Showing 
that He is Creator and (2) Inspirer 
of the Word Of God (Old Testa- 
ment). It places our problems in a 
better perspective when we realize 
the power God has as the Creator 
of the World. It also refreshes us to 
know that He wrote the Bible and 
stands behind it. 

Second, they looked at he exam-

They knew he had been faced with 
the same threats and persecution by 
Religious Leaders and Kings, Close 
examination of his Life reminded 
them God had brought Him 
through it even death !

These medals are $3 each and 
the money made helps to pay the 
judges’ salaries. 

In order for a student to play his/ 
her selection from beginning to end 
without stopping or losing count , in- 
tense preparation is needed. Solo 
and Ensemble develops personal 
style rather than group style. It also 


helps to develop dynamics and solo - 


tone quality. 

In order to decide if a student de- 
serves a superior rating, tne juages 
will take, note of the student's tone 
which includes the beauty, control, 


intensity, solidity, and characteristics * 


of the music. Judges also take notes 
on the tempo, phrasing, style, ex- 
pression, dynamics, and nuance of 
the music played. Technique, which 
includes accuracy, precision, fluen- 
cy, staccato, legato, and fingerings, 
plays as important role in the deci- 
sion making process. Another part 
of the judging is effect and stage 
deportation which includes appear- 
ance, discipline, and music selection. 
When planning for a duet of trio 
those involved must consider that 
each instrument has its own timbre. 
Timbre is the characteristic sound 
that distinguishes it from another in- 
strument. Duets and trios are gener- 
ally written for complimentary in- 
struments. Music selections must be 
, ublished for that particular instru- 
tient or instruments and must be 
: layed as written. For example, it is 
“ot proper to play a quartet with 
only three people or to play a trum- 
yet duet with a flute, ;

For: the 1990 election cy- 
cle, workshops are being scheduled 
in advance of May 16, 1990, which 
is the first day state law specifies 
poll workers may be appointed, 

Because workshops will be held 


early, anyone who is interested in 
being a poll worker will have an 
Opportunity to apply for appoint- 
ment by attending a workshop. 

In each county the names of 
those who successfully complete 
the workshop will be submitted to 
the appointing board - composed of 
the Probate Judge, Sheriff (or des- 
ignated appointee if the Sheriff is 
running for re-election), and Circuit 
Clerk. Those officials determine 
which names _ on the primary list 
are appointed as poll workers. 
Names of those who meet require- 
ments at the workshop will remain 
on the poll worker certification list 
for two years. 

Because re-training is required 
at the start of each two-year elec- 
tion cycle, those who successfully 
completed workshops held in 1988 
must attend an upcoming workshop 
to be eligible for appointment as a 
poll worker during the 1990 elec- 
tion cycle.

David W. Eaddy, CED of the 
Coffee County Agricultural Stabili- 
zation and Conservation Service, 
said the national support price for 
1990 crop quota peanuts is $631.47 
per ton, $15.60 per ton more than 
last year. The $149.75 support level 
for additional peanuts is the same 
as last year. 

“Quota peanuts are those grown 
on a farm within the farm's pound- 
age quota,” Eaddy explained, Addi- 
tional peanuts are those grown in 
excess of the farm's poundage quo- 
ta, or those grown on a farm with 
no poundage quota.

As the balance in the Social Se- 
curity trust funds continues to 
grow, so does the public debate 
about the proper use of this money. 
Intended for benefit _payments in 
the next century, the increase has 
stimulated interest in more short- 
term uses, 

At stake is the combined retire- 
ment, survivors, and disability trust 
funds. Those funds are projected to 
reach a trillion dollars by the year 
2020. 

In 1983, remedies were devised 
by the bipartism Commission on 
Social Security for a then financial- 
ly troubled Social Security system.

‘ es, benefits cuts, and coverage ex- 


tensions - in an effort to resolve not 
only the immediate problems, but 
also to insure the ability of the trust 
funds to pay benefits in the next 
century. 


Projections show that, as the 
overall population ages, fewer 
workers will be paying into the sys- 
tem and more retirees will be re- 
ceiving benefits. 

While the debate will, no doubt, 
continue, new Commissioner of So- 
cial Security, Gwendolyn S. King, 
has vowed to protect the trust funds 

against division for other uses. 
"Our job is to make sure the money 
is there for the benefits," she said:

GRANT FUNDS TO BE LOANED TO BUSINESSES 


THURSDAY APRIL 26, 1990 


Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
Pete Perry speaks to Elba Merchants 


Assistant Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce Pete Perry was 
in Elba Thursday afternoon, April 
19, to view flood damage and to 
meet with local, state, and federal of- 
ficials on the scene. 

The purpose of the visit was to 
determine of what assistance the De- 
partment of Commerce might be to 
the business community of Elba. 

Perry was in Elba at the request 
of Governor Guy Hunt and Alabama 
Emergency Management Agency of- 
ficials who have been on the scene 
ever since the flood. 

Accompanying Perry were Bill 
Armistead, the Governor's Special 
Advisor on Economic Affairs; Gen. 
Ned Tumipseed and Ann Deal both 
with the Alabama Development Of- 
fice; and Bill Brock, State E.M.A. 
Director. 

While in Elba, Assistant Secre- 
tary Perry addressed a group of the 
Elba merchants gathered in the 
courtroom of the Elba Courthouse. 

Perry stated that the DOC had ap- 
proximately $12 million of its annu- 
al budget set aside for use in case of 
disaster, natural or economic, in 
communities such as Elba. He didn't 
know exactly how much of these 
monies would be allocated to the 
flood stricken city of Elba. 

The primary interest of the DOC 
is to help maintain the employment 
base of the community; In-other- 


words, to help keep the jobs for the 
people. 

Funds, usually a grant, from the 
DOC are given to a local governing 
body for distribution to local busi- 
nesses in the form of low interest 
loans. 

Applications for these loans are 
submitted by the business owners to 
a committee, usually one that is al- 
ready established such as the city's 
industrial development board, for re- 
view and action. The use of an al- 
ready established entity speeds up 
the process of getting the funds to 
those who need them the most, the 
businesses, 

The meeting was opened for 
questions from those attending after 
Mr. Perry's opening remarks. 

Charlie Hayes asked if a dollar 
amount had been affixed to the dam- 
age done by the flood in Elba. 

Officials said that some figures 
had been derived at in some areas of 
destruction, but none on the total 
devastation left in the wake of the 
flood. : 

Delatha Christian, owner of The 
Flower Patch florist on the court- 
house square, told Mr. Perry that she 
had been turned down by SBA for a 
loan to rebuild her business. 

She said that she and her daughter 
were told that they did not qualify 
because their only source of income 
was the florist. 


County prisoners are 
moved into new jail 


On Monday, the old highway de- 
partment building at the Elba Work 
Release Facility became the Coffee 
County Jail! 

The building served as the West- 
side Command Post during the re- 
cent flood, but now, it has become 
the "temporary county jail” until the 
new jail can be constructed in New 
Brockton, Alabama. 

Sheriff Brice Paul began moving 
county inmates back "home" Mon- 
day, April 23. The prisoners have 
been housed in state prison facilities 
and county jails throughout South 
Alabama. 

Thirteen of the inmates were be- 
ing held in the state prison in Clio, 
others were in county jails in Pike, 
Dale, Covington, Crenshaw and Ge- 
neva counties and the remainder 
were being held in the Enterprise 
City Jail. 

pproximately 25-30 inmates can 


be housed in. the temporary. facility 
with room for an administrative of- 
fice, drunk tank and prisoner pro- 
cessing area. 

The outside area of the building 
has a 10-foot high fence around the 
perimeter with razor sharp wire 
around the top of the fence. 

Until other arrangements can be 
made, meals for the prisoners will be 
purchased from the Work Release 
Facility's kitchen. 

Sheriff Paul estimated the cost of 
making the old building secure 
would cost the county approximately 
$20,000. It had been estimated that 
the cost of purchasing a temporary 
prison was going to run $240,000. 

As can be seen, this move saved 
the county a considerable amount of 
money. 

Needless to say, the jail will be 
manned by jailors twenty-four hours 
-a- day just as before the flood. 


Perry told Christian that she 
would most likely qualify for a loan 
from the DOC funds because she 
would be a source of employment 
for other individuals. The entity 
making the loans would make the ul- 
timate decision. 

The purpose of these funds are 
not to take away from those private 
institutions in the money-lending- 
business, but to do what they can't 
do for business owners like some the 
ones in Elba who have lost it all! 

The funds generated by the repay- 
ment of these loans will remain in 
the hands of the entity that is desig- 
nated to make hese loans. It can be 
used in the future to entice other in- 
dividuals or groups of individuals to 
go into business in Elba, Alabama. 

Perry -stated that upon his return 
to Washington he would get with 
necessary people to get the "ball roll- 
ing” on getting these funds into, the 
business community's hands. 

The group toured the devastation 
and cleanup operation before their 
departure from Elba.

25 COUNTY ROADS REMAINED CLOSED 


New computers purchased by 


Meeting in regular session Mon- 
day morning, the Coffee County 
Commission met at the Enterprise 
Courthouse in Enterprise. 

The first item of business was the 
awarding of the contract for the pub- 
lishing of the poll list in newspapers 
within the county. 

Receiving the contract was the 
Enterprise Ledger with a low bid of 
$1831.99, The Ledger will print the 
poll list to be inserted into both The 
Elba Clipper and the Enterprise Led- 
ger. 

Publication of the poll list has to 
be done on or before May 10, 1990. 

John Brim, county computer pro- 
grammer, came before the commis- 
sion requesting the purchase of a 
new computer system. The IBM 
Risk 6000 recommended by Brim is 
to replace the system lost in the 
flooding of the Elba Courthouse. 

The cost of the terminals, print- 
ers and hardware is estimated at 
$138,037.00, Delivery of the system 
was promised by Pam Smith, IBM 
Manager from Montgomery to be 
within a week to ten days. 

Smith was in attendance at the 
meeting to answer any questions that 
the commissioners may have had. 

Upon the recommendation of 
Ronnie Burns, revenue commission- 


er, and Brim, the commission voted 
to purchase the new computer sys- 
tem. 

The equipment is being pur- 
chased under emergency conditions; 
therefore, bids from other vendors 
are not required. 

County Engineer Mark Pool re- 
quested the commission draft a reso- 
lution whereby culverts on dirt roads 
where the drainage area is over 950 
acres may be replaced with a single 
span bridge. 

FEMA will pay for 75% of the 
construction cost and the State High- 


_ way Department will pay the re- 


maining 25%. This is possible be- 
cause of the threat of a possible 
washout of these culverts during 
heavy rains. 

Pool told the commission that 
these funds would pay for the culvert 
replacement at five different trouble 
spots. Over $250,000 is involved in 
this project. 

Needless to say, the commission 
drafted and signed the resolution. 

Pool reported that 25 county 
roads remained closed as a result of 
flooding. He stated that his depart- 
ment was continuing to make re- 
pairs, but that it was slow-go. 

When asked when things would 
be back to "normal", Pool replied, "I

Wilson Mobley, county adminis- 
trator, reported that atiempts to re- 
cover financial data were still being 
made. He told the commission that 
the county had data up to February 
as for as accounting was concerned. 

"If we don't get some FEMA 
money soon," said Mobley, "we're 
going to have to borrow some mon- 
ey to operate on - it's getting close!" 

"We're spending a lot of money 
right now - up front. We've got a lot 
of cost," Mobley stated. 

Billy  Eagerton, commission 
chairman, informed the commission 
that temporary quarters for the pro- 
bate, revenue commissioner and 
commission offices were being set 
up in the health department building 
in Elba. 

Eagerton told the commission 
that the FEMA people were very 
complimentary to John Flowers and 
his people for the job that they had 
done in getting the health. depart- 
ment building ready. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose intro- 
duce Mr. Rory Daughtry to the com- 
missioners stating that he, Daughtry, 
was involved in an accident on 
County Road 79 the night of the 
flood. 

Daughtry told the commissioners 
that he was trying to get home on the 
night of the flood when he ran off 
into a washed out portion of the road 
and totalled his vehicle, a 4 wheel: 
drive Nissan. 

The only coverage that Daughtry 
had on his vehicle was comprehen- 
sive; therefore, his insurance compa- 
ny informed him that this type acci- 
dent was not covered in his policy. 

Daughtry requested any financial 


overnor's Special Advisor. 
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help that the county might be able to 
give. 

Eagerton told Daughtry that he 
didn't feel that the county was re- 
sponsible under the circumstances, 
but that he was very sorry for the ac- 
cident. Also, there had been reports 
of several other accidents throughout 
the county similar to his. 

The county was doing everything 
possible at that time to close the 
washed-out roads or mark the dam- 
aged areas, but because of the mag-. 
nitude of the flood, it was physically 
impossible to get them all at once. 

Commissioner Sid Averett stated 
that felt that the commission should 
try to get these people some help 
through the disaster aid program, 

The commission agreed to check 
with the EMA officials on the possi- 
bility of obtaining some type assis- 
tance for these people who had suf- 
fered loss due to flooded road 
accidents. 


Other matters coming before the 
commission were as follows: 
***Voicd to purchase option on pos- 
sible landfill site in north Coffee 
County inorder to perform tests to 
see if the land is adequate for use as 
a landfill. Cost $1.00. 

***Request bids for precast concrete 
abutment panels. 

***Send out bids on steel piling. 
***Send out bid request on "Hot 
Pot" to be used by patching crew. 
***Request bids on 2 - 8 Yd. dump 
trucks. 

***Instructed architects on jail to 
send out construction bids to build- 
ing contractors. 

Commissioners voted to adjourn 
until May 7th. 


Lawford named to fill 


vacant council seat 


Donald Lawford was named 
Monday night to fill a vacancy on 
the Elba City Council. He will serve 
the remainder of the District 3 term 
of Eddie Vaughan who resigned 
when his employment required a 
move to Samson. There is approxi- 
mately two years left on the term, He 
takes office immediately. 

Lawford was nominated by coun- 
cil member Randy Bedsole and the 
nomination was seconded by coun- 
cilman John W. Sharpless. There 
were no other nominations. 

Council members explained the 
decision was a hard one to make as 
there were others who would have 
liked to have served. However when 
the time came to make the selection, 
only Lawford's name was placed in 
nomination.

No dirt on private property 


Mayor Fred Moore said Tuesday 
that Elba street department will not 
be able to honor the many request 
for dirt to be hauled onto private 
property. ; 

He said the city haul was getting 
lots of telephone calls from resi- 
dents wanting dirt hauled onto their 
property. He said the request were 
for from one to twenty loads of dirt. 

Moore pointed out that it was 


. against the law to haul dirt onto pri- 


vate property and all city employ- 
ees have been repeatedly warned to 
obey the law. 

Immediately after the flood of 
March 17th, National Guard and 
Corp of Engineer contractors were 
dumping some sand on private 
property, Moore said. However this 
was done because they needed a 
place to place the dirt, Moore ex-' 
plained, and it was not city employ- 
ees doing the work. 


Another appointment made was 
naming Shirley Belcher to a full 
term on the Elba School Board, ef- 
fective June ist. Mrs, Belcher re- 
places Nadine White, whose term 
expires in June and she chose not to 
accept another term, 

Belcher was selected on a motion 
by Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton, seconded by Sharpless. There 
were no other names put into nomi- 
nation. 

Bedsole noted to those attending 
the meeting that it was a tough deci- 
sion, since there was more than one 
well qualified candidate willing to 
accept the position. 

The council approved City Clerk 
Pat Boothe and Mayor Fred Moore 
as local agent to sign all the federal 
paperwork related to the grant appli- 
cations from flood damage. 

Moore was also authorized to 
sing grant applications in the effort 
to extend water lines to Kelley 
Foods. 

Moore was named to serve on the 
Board of the Coffee County Emer- 
gency Management System, along 
with the other three mayors in the 
county, The committee will be 
chaired by County Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton.
